Haggai Eshed, a veteran journal- 
ist with Davar, died yesterday fol- 
lowing a lengthy illness. He was 60 

Eshed's funeral is to leave at 2 
p.m. this afternoon from the Sanhe- 


dria funeral bome for the Har Ha-’ 


meauhot cemetery in Givat Shaul. 
Eshed, born in Tel Aviv, joined 
Davar in 1954 and worked variously 
as news editor, Knesset correspon- 
dent, political correspondent, Lon- 
don correspondent and head of the 
paper's office in Jerusalem. In re- 
cent years he wrote on political 


affairs. 

Eshed achieved renown for his 
research into the Lavon affair. He 
submitted a report on the affair to 
David Ben-Gurion in 1964, which 
was subsequently shelved. In 1979, 
after a ban on publishing the report 
was lifted. it was published as a 
book under the title Who Gave the 
Order?, 

Together with Labour Party lead- 
er Shimon Peres, Eshed wrote Now 
Tomorrow, which was published in 
1978 and outlined a aational plan in 
various domains. 

Eshed's last book, A One-Man 
Institution, about Reuven Shiloah, 
the father of Israeli Intelligence, was 
published last spring. Before his 
death he served on the management 
committee of the Israel Broadcast- 
ing Authority. 

Five years ago. Eshed underwent 
open-heart surgery. In the years that 
followed, he became ill and required 
periodic treatment. But illness did 
not lessen his preoccupation with 
public affairs: even a week ago, just 
hours before he was last hospital- 
ized, he wrote an article.

After the last municipal elections 
in 1984, when Avraham Shohat was 
elected mayor of Arad by j just under 
90 per cent of the vote ( his 
own previous national record of 84 
per cent in 1977), a friend jokingly 
protested: “Baiga, this is too much; 
where do you think you are, 
Bulgaria?” 

But the result only goes to show 
his remarkable success in presiding 
over the growth of the Negev town 
for 21 years, seeing its population 
grow from 1,000 to 15,000, and 
maintaining its justified reputation 
as Israel's cleanest, best-planned 
and best-ran development town. 

He has received prizes from the 
Taterior Ministry for efficient ad- 
ministration and for sa 
the environment, as well as the Al- 
ton Prize for “making the desert 
bloom.” 

Hard-driving, aggressively bright, 
intolerant of humbug, practical and 
pragmatic, the portly 51-year-old 
Shohat (known to his friends as 
Baiga since the age of six) repre- 
sents much that is best about the 
post-Palmah Sabra generation. 

He is ambitious without being 
apologetic about it, idealistic with- 
-out being preachy, honest without 
being sanctimonious, successful 
without being a shvitzer (blowhard). 
Arad has been very much a part of 
Shohat's life since, as a civil engi- 
neer, he joined Arie Eliav’s plan- 
ning team for the new town in 1961. 

Born in Tel Aviv in 1936. Shohat 
joined Mapai's Tnua Meuhedet 
youth movement, served in Nahal 
and became a member of Kibbutz 
Nahal Oz.

JOHANNESBURG (Reuter) - The 
Supreme Conrt on Friday convicted 
11 black activists of treason and ter- 
rorism after South Africa's longest 
trial. 

“I am shattered,” said Anglican 
Archbishop Desmond Tutu. 

The verdicts, which carry possible 
death sentences, drew from 
blacks, foreign diplomats and civil 
rights activists in the packed Pre- 
toria courtroom. 

Some black churchmen said those 
convicted had merely provided lead- 
ership during a campaign against a 
government plan to usher in a new 
contitution in 1984 which continued 
to exclude the voteless black major- 


ity. 

Judge K. Van Dijkhorst found 
three leaders of the largest anti- 
apartheid organisation, the United 
Democratic Front (UDF) and one 
other black activist guilty of treason. 
They were UDF national secretary 
Popo Molefe, publicity secretary 
Patrick Lekota, the organisation's 
former Transvaal secretary Moss 
Chikane and Thomas Manthata, 
who had links with black concious- 
ness groups. Manthata was also con- 
victed of terrorism with seven other 
men after a 37-month trial. 

Van Dijkhorst found that during a 
1984-86 black uprising, UDF lead- 
ers sought to organise black protest 
involving violence to make South 
Africa ungovernable. 


The two million-strong UDF 
shares the goals of the outlawed Af- 
rican National Congress (ANC) to 
overthrow white rule in South Afri- 
ca, but maintains the strategy should 
be non-violent. 

The 11 defendants were found 
guilty mainly of organising mass 
protests against rent rises and local 
councillors who were regarded as 
corrupt collaborators with white 
domination. 

Earlier Friday, six men went to 
the gallows in Pretoria at dawn, tak- 
ing the total of executions in South 
Africa this year to 110, a Justice 
Department official said. A seventh 
man was granted a last-minute stay 
of execution. 

The six were two white men, two 
mixed-race coloureds and two 
blacks. The racial breakdown of 
those executed so far this year is 74 
blacks, 33 coloureds and three 
whites, the official added. A total of 
164 people were executed last year 
for crimes including rape, murder 
and armed robbery. 

Ia Zimbabwe, meanwhile, two 
whites were sentenced to hang for a 
car bomb attempt on the ANC. Ke- 
vin Woods and Michael Smith were 
found puilty of the murder of an 
unemployed Zambian, killed when 
the car he was hired to drive explod- 
ed outside a house in Bulawayo used 
by the ANC. 


Cuba and Angola accept 
Namibia freedom formula 


HAVANA (Reuters) -- Cuba and 
Angola on Friday announced their 
approval of a U.S.-mediated peace 
plan for southwestern Africa, pav- 
ing the way for an end to more than 
a decade of fighting in Angola and 
for independence in Namibia, Afri- 
ca's last colony. 

In a brief announcement in Ha- 
vana, the Cuban government de- 
clared its assent to a plan that will 
lead to the withdrawal of 50,000 Cu- 
ban troops that have bolstered 
Marxist-ruled Angola in fighting 
against Unita rebels and South Afri- 
can forces. 

The Angolan decision was an- 
nounced in a brief report by the 
official news agency Angop, leaving 
only South Africa still to approve ἃ 
provisional agreement reached in 
Geneva last Tuesday after six 
months of talks. 

Namibia, also known as South 
West has a long border 
with Angola ‘and is ruled δ pours 
Africa in defiance of the 


South African Foreign Minister 
Pik Botha said Pretoria would an- 
nounce its decision this week. "This 
is a weighty matter with important 
implications for the entire southern 
Africa region,” he said. 

A peace accord is due to be signed 
soon in Brazzaville, Congo — scene 
of some of the negotiations ~ but no 
date has yet been set for the ceremo- 


ny. 

Cuba first despatched an expedi- 
tionary force to Angola in 1975, 
soon after it won independence 
from Portugal. 

Agreeing to a timetable for their 
withdrawal was a main sticking 
point in negotiations. Neither the 
Angolans nor the Cubans gave de- 
tails of the terms of the Geneva 
agreement, but diplomatic sources 
in Havana said Cuba had accepted a 
27-month period. 

Reports from Angola said the Un- 
ita guerrillas and Cuban forces have 
stopped attacking each other under 
a tacit truce.

THE MOVEMENT inside Labour against en- 
tering a Likud-led government is gathering 
steam precisely as Mr. Shamir finds himself 
under prowing pressure from abroad against 
amending the Law of Returm as stipulated by 
his would-be religious coalition partners. 

In theory, the premier could find relief by 
sweetening his offer to Labour. This might 
disarm the Alignment nay-sayers and allow 
him, if so inclined, to outflank the Orthodox 
parties. But it would also mean a total reversal 
of his coalition-making strategy. 

That strategy was to first te up an agree- 
ment with the religious parties, thus assuring 
him a parliamentary majority and govern- 
ment, and only then invite Labour in, as a 
junior party. For Mr. Shamir to now renege 
on his agreement with the Orthodox parties 
would certainly shatter their confidence in the 
Likud; it would also shoot up Labour's bar- 
gaining leverage. 

Rather tha lose assets in that way, Mr. 
Shamir and his advisers will probably prefer to 
put more pressure on Labour simply to enter 
the coalition as is. Using the recent PNC 
conference whose significance they dismiss, 
they will point to the crisis of the hour. And 
using Mr. Peres’ owa promises to the Ortho- 
dox parties on “Who's a Jew”, they will blame 
him for their own fix and press the Alignment 
to join in and take the heat. 

It is a situation made to order for political 
tacticians. Fixed on the immediate and short 
term, they parry and feint for advantage. 

Thanks in part to Mr. Rabin, however, the 
debate in Labour has moved beyond the 
realm of tactics. He argues that with Labour 
holding appropriate portfolios, of which de- 
fence would be one, it should join in govern- 
ment. By doing so,-it would dilute the influ- 
ence of the far-right parties and thus enable 
Mr. Shamir to try out his peace policy, based 
on autonomy and Camp David. 

Mr. Rabin has never had much patience for 
party politics. He cannot be accused, there- 
fore, of believing what his critics so profound- 
ly reject: that Labour’s future as a party is best 
served by joining Mr. Shamir. His eyes are 
focussed on the overriding national interest as 
he sees it. And that includes keeping Mr. 
Sharon away from the defence ministry, and, 
though he does not say so, perhaps, for other 
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reasons, even Mr. Arens. 

They are weighty arguments that cannot be 
lightly dismissed. But essentially they add up 
to the formula that Labour should save the 
Likud from itself and its allies. 

This was not the argument that justified 
formation of a unity government in 1984. 
Then there was a felt need to set aside parti- 
sanship in order to achieve withdrawal from 
Lebanon and economic reform. 

In a democracy, where the people, however 
inchoately, determine directions, they can do 
so only to the degree that they perceive 
choices. The party system's role is to present 
and refine those choices. When the opposition 
joins in rule, it denies the citizenry not only 
choice, but the perception of choices. Under 
the forced banner of unity, it dulls the public's 
understanding of the nation's circumstance. If 
war or deep economic crisis sometimes justify 
this, they do so precisely because there is a 
collective sense that there is no choice. 

Today there is no such acute overriding 
issue that mandates burial of political differ- 
ences. Quite the contrary: the central issue of 
peace and the disposition of the territories is 
the very issue over which the citizenry and 
thus the parties are profoundly divided. This 
means perceived choices exist and should not 
be dulled by artificial selfdenial. 

If the electorate has preferred the formulae 
of the Likud, that preference should be hon- 
oured in order to sustain the electorate’s very 
capability of choosing between alternatives. 
Labour's joining with the Likud would dimin- 
ish that capability which lies at the heart of 
democratic steering. 

Moreover nothing that Labour might do 
within a unity government, could persuade 
the public that it chose the wrong alternative 
in voting for the Likud and “the nationalist 
camp.” The opposite would inevitably be true 
by the very logic which Mr. Rabin has es- 
poused: namely, to save the Likud coalition 
(and the nation) from itself. 

As a result, neither the nation nor the dem- 
ocratic system by which it chooses its direc- 
tions would be served by a new unity govern- 
ment. The only probable consequence, justi- 
fied in the circumstances, would be the de- 
mise of Labour itself as the bearer of an 
identifiable policy.

Rethinking electoral refor

QUITE A number of people came 
out on a rainy night last weekend to 
demonstrate in favour of electoral 
reform and a written constitution. 
spurred on by a renewed acquaint- 
ance with the nastier aspects of our 
coalition bargaining process. But it 
would seem that whatever the exact 
oumber of demonstrators was, the 
event itself highlighted the fact that 
while some people care very deeply 
about the issue. most Israelis have 
not been tuted on ἂν it. 

The issue of electoral reform has 
been around for well over 30 years. 
but has gotten nowhere on the na- 
tional scene, even though various 
polls indicate that a majority of the 
population are in favour of it. [t has 
gotten nowhere because a large part 
of that majority has not been in 
favour of electoral reform strongly 
enough to overcome its voting pat- 
terns on other issues. Besides which, 
the overwhelming majority of Knes- 
set members — including many of 
those who periodically give lip-ser- 
vice to the idea -- have always 
worked against it because they 
feared that a change would endan- 
ger their own political careers. 

I believe that the main problem 
that should be addressed by those 
favouring electoral reform and that 
of the broader political system 
should be how to overcome the pro- 
tracted resistance of those who have 
it in their power to legislate that 
change -- the MKs who have suc- 
ceeded in getting elected under the 
present system. 

T believe that the answer to that 
problem lies in the direction of not 
challenging the positions of those 
MKs, who are more aware than 
most of us of the dangerous degree 
to which our present system does 
not work. This means changing the

thrust of the initiative for reform 
from focusing on the election of the 
Knesset to the real problem in our 
system: our weak and even para- 
lysed governments. 


THE MOST serious problem result- 
ing from our present system 
of country-wide proportional re- 
Presentation is not that it is 
unrepresentative. To the contrary, 
from the point of view of represen- 
tativeness, it is much fairer than any 
altemative constituency system. 
Where the real problems lie is that 
the system results in a dangerously 
ineffective executive arm of govern- 
ment, and it attracts and brings to 
the top woefully inadequate -- to 
resort to an extreme but polite un- 
derstatement -- candidates for politi- 
cal leadership while repelling much 
more promising men and women 


with whom Israel is blessed.

EVANGELICAL RESPONSE TO ARAFAT 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, - We, American Christians 
visiting Israel, after a visit to East 
Germany on the 50th anni 
commemoration of the infamous 
Kristallnacht, wish to express our 
support of Israel at this time, and to 
respond to Yasser Arafat's call for 
recognition from our government. 

It remains the sovereign duty of 
the United States of America to 
forthrightly reject this so-called dec- 
laration of Palestinian indepen- 
dence. The very concept of Palestin- 
jan self-determination means 
Israel's extermination, for the de- 
bate in Palestinian circles is not 
whether to recognize Zionism, but 
how to destroy Israel. There are 
those who represent the Arafat ap- 
proach of destruction in stages, and 
those who advocate the Habash ap- 
proach of an immediate war of liber- 
ation. Whatever the semantics, the 
PLO has opened a war of attrition 
against the State of Israel, and their 
first demand remains the establish- 
ment of Jerusalem as the capital of 
Palestine. 


Arafat has asked for a response. 
The best and most clear American 
response to this new more subtle 
Arab challenge must be to change 
the American policy to Jerusalem. It 


is not well known that the American 
government does not even recog- 
nize Jerusalem as part of Israel. All 
official U.S. documents mark Jeru- 
salem without designation of a coun- 
try. Passports, birth certificates and 
visas issued in Jerusalem only state 
“Jerusalem.” This is in keeping with 
the short-sighted policy of the 
American Secretary of State, 
George Shultz, who claims that “Je- 
rusalem’s status is negotiable." 

Jerusalem's status is not negotia- 
ble. No Israeli, and no Jew, will ever 
accept this. Neither will American 
Evangelical Christians. 

We call upon President-elect 
George Bush and Secretary of State- 
designate James Baker to immedi- 
ately and forthrightly declare that 
their answer to the PLO is an imme- 
diate and clear recognition of Jeru- 
salem as an integral part of Israel. 
Only a Jerusalem in Israeli hands, 
open to all religions, will guarantee 
peace in the Holy Land of Israel.

Q: Most people in Germany would bet 
that this government wouldn't agree to 
‘modernization before the next election. 

A: I’m even more worried about another 
thing - that the Federal government has said 
that it will modernize unless there is pro- 
gress on conventional arms control. But 
there will be progress on conventional arms 
control, so that is another road toward the 
equivalent of the zero option. 

What if the Soviets withdraw two divi- 
sions from Eastern Europe? Nobody can 
say that wouldn't be progress. So it will go 
again like the INF, with us getting trapped 
by statements that are made for very under- 
standable reasons.

Q: WHAT IS your evaluation of the debate 
over modernization of short-range nuclear 

A: I think it’s an unfortunate debate. It’s 
a pity that we withdrew the weapons with 
which we could attack the aggressor and left 
only the weapons that can damage the vic- 
tims, making it a very tough domestic de- 
bate for Germany. Now we-are in the ab- 
surd situation where modemizing weapons 


ment I thovght was strategically and 
erparad important.

lically important. I would prefer it if that 
issue were. not stressed in the first phase of 
the Bush administration, at least until we 
have a more coherent approach to the 
Soviets. 


Q: GORBACHEV STANDS HIGH in 
public opinion polls in Germany. 

A: Gorbachev is undoubtedly an impor- 
tant figure, a remarkable figure in many 
ways, but his actions are designed to help 
the Soviet economy, not to help us. And to let 
him buy off the West with domestic reform 
which he needs for his own reasons means 
that the Soviet people are held hostage for 
foreign policy purposes. That can’t be our 
objective. 

Q: Yet President Reagan has declared the 
end of Cold War ... 


A: T haven't agreed with President Rea- 
gan’s policy in the last 18 months. I have 
stated so often in your newspaper. But, in 
faimess, many European politicians were 
making the same declaration. 

It is our duty to look after the national 
security and the progress of our country. 
Properly conceived, that means we also 
have to take into serious consideration the 
national security concerns of the Soviet 
Union, because we cannot insist on agree- 
ments unilaterally to our benefit. 

if the Soviet Union were to cut its military 
budget in half, and if it made a contribution 
in this way to its own reform, ] would have 
no objection to our contributing to the Sovi- 
et evolution. But for us to say that peace will 
be achieved by helping the Soviet Union to 
become strong and that nothing else needs 
to be done, or nothing else significant needs 
to be done, that is an evasion of 
responsibility. 

Q: WHAT'S your comment on the idea 
that we must help Gorbachev, because if his 
system gets more liberal it becomes less 
threatening. 

A: That idea reflects a number of assump- 
tions, not one of which is provable and most 
of which are contrary to historical 
experience. 

Since the Romanovs came to power, Rus- 
sia has expanded in every century and has 
acquired neighbours in every century, one 
way or another. They've also often been 
invaded. But the key is that the Russian 
concept of security has been that its neigh- 
bours should be impotent.

But they have to be 
solved in a system of equilibrium, because 
that is the only protection for others. 

That is the foreign policy challenge of our 
period, and to say that the transformation of 
the Soviet system will automatically bring 
about peace really means that the Soviets 
are blackmailing us. It means that we are 
paying tribute to a weak Russia. 1 think 
that's a great mistake. 

I repeat: If the Soviet Union shows signif- 
icant foreign policy changes, and if it 
changes its military arrangement so that it is 
less threatening, then we could well consid- 
er economic cooperation. 


Q: ONE OF THE latest suggestions was a 
sort of European summit on conventional 
disarmament with Nato. Do you think Gor- 
bachev has a fully worked-out concept? 


ν This is a key problem. Now this has to be’ .

Union does not have legitimate security .

A: No. Look at Gorbachev's problems. 
He has to undertake a revision of the Soviet 
governmental system as well as of the Soviet 
economic system. That must take him 15 
hours a day. 


So it is quite conceivable to me thar he is 
manipulating foreign policy for two pur- 
poses. One, to accumulate successes to im- 
press his public or leadership proups at 
home. And he has done that well. He has 
sort of paralysed the Strategic Defence Ini- 
tiative through the process of negotiation. 
He has established certain ideas, such as the 
defensive orientation of conventional 
forces. 

T have been trying to assess what conven- 
tional reductions could mean, and it’s very 
difficult. There are no examples in history of 
this having been done. It has already led to 
years of nothing except numbers being 
passed back and forth, and that may be- 
come endless. 

In the process, the fundamental issue may 
be overlooked. Any reduction of Soviet 
forces in Eastern Europe by enough to re- 
duce the threat to Western Europe will also 
reduce the Soviet capacity to repress East- 
em Europe. Are they willing to live with 
that? That is a key question. 

I think we need an overall concept of 
what We are trying to do, And so what I say 
shouldn't be taken as opposition in princi- 
ple; it is opposition to making one technical 
proposal after another without understand- 
ing what one is trying to achieve politically. 


Q: WHAT DO you see developing from the 
Euro) Community? 

A: I think the European Community is a 
good thing. I think one of the elements that 
can prevent the disintegration of the Atlan- 
tic Alliance is a strengthening of European 
cohesion. and its expansion into the political 
field. And, indeed, I would welcome it in 
the military field, too. 

Tt will undoubtedly have some opposition 
in the United States on the part of people 
more comfortable with the familiar. But in 
principle it is in our interest. It will require 
some negotiations, and it will require some 
restraint by the Europeans, especially the 
econumic arena. 

Q: If Europeans get closer, and do better 
in the military field, wouldn't people in the 
United States say, let them defend 
themselves? 

A:T can foresee no circumstance in which 
the United States can risk the domination of 
Europe by another major power. After all, 
we fought two world wars when we were 
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isolationists. $o I don’t think that a rational 
American foreign policy will ever get to the 
view that Europe can be abandoned. And ἢ 
would hate to think that Europeans would 
come to the view that only if they are weak 
will America defend them. 

Q: Couldn't the Europeans defend them- 
selves without the Americans? 

A: The Europeans should be able to de- 
fend themselves against all but the most 
overwhelming threat. But they cannot do it 
in the nuclear field. So they need American 
support against nuclear attack, and they 
need enough American conventional sup- 
port to make it clear that America will 
Tespond. : 

But I do not believe that the structure of 
Nato as it has existed in the entire postwar 
period inevitably needs to continue for 41 
years in the same way. 


Q: HOW DO YOU see things unfolding in 
Latin America? 

A: We have a window of opportunity of 
about 18 months in Latin America: I'll put 
Central America aside. Mexico's new presi- 
dent will come into office December 1, 
Then there are elections in Argentina in 
May. and their president will get into office 
the next December. There are elections in 
Brazil in November, with the new president 
getting into office the following March. 
That takes you to 1900). 

It is absolutely essential that the LInited 
States” foreign policy gets identified with 
economic growth in Latin America, and not 
with the collection of interest on debt. And 
while I have my doubts about the argument 
with respect to the Soviet Union that hetp- 
ing them domestically will solve all foreign 
policy problems. in the Western hemi- 
sphere the United States needs to identify 
itself with the aspirations of the people. 

Now we are lucky that the new Mexican 
president is eager to reform the economy. 
America cannot do it alone. These countries 
have to be prepared to adjust their ecano- 
mies and domestic structure, so we could 
have a successful policy with Salinas. That 
could then be a model for what we do in 
Argentina and Brazil as they come along. 

But if we let this thing drift and go from 
crisis to crisis, and if the whole focus be- 
comes the collection of debt, then [ am very. 
very worried. 


Q: WHAT is your evaluation of this trend 
of retreat of the Soviet Union -Afghanistan, 
Angola? 

A: The Soviets have not abdicated in 
either Afghanistan or Angola, or in Cambo- 
dia. Those political competitions will con- 
tinue, and the West needs a political con- 
cept. It will not be continued on the purely 
military level, but it will also not be contin- 
ued without pressure. It is absurd to believe 
that Afghanistan. where the Russians have 
been since the last part of the 19th century. 
will suddenly disappear from Soviet history. 

In Nicaragua, there are two elements. 
First, what the Soviets are doing and. sec- 
ond, what the Cubans and local leaders are 
doing. We have to define what we want. We 
have three choices in Nicaragua. 

One, to ignore it and wait for some Soviet 
offensive weapons to be deployed there, 
which will never happen. But it was the 
unanimous view of the bipartisan Central 
American Convention that [ chaired that 
the pressure on the surrounding countries 
would become intolerable under that op- 
tion, and that the process of revolution 
could not be contained. 

Second, of course, would be to seek ‘the 
overthrow the Managua government; 1 
think we've given that up,too. - 

So the realistic option is to see whether 
we can tie the Managua government to a 
code of conduct that removes the threat to 
its neighbours - which would mean the 
removal of Cuban advisers and a reduction 
of Sandinista armed forces ~ so that a bal- 
ance exists in the area and economic rela- 
tionships that are primarily within the West- 
ern hemisphere rather than with the 
Eastern Bloc. And. of course. no importa- 
tion of significant amounts of Soviet arms. 

Now, is that achievable? Certainly not 
without pressure. 

Q: What kind of pressure? 

A: That the new president has to decide, 
but you know that the phrase, “Give Peace 
a Chance,” as if negotiations operate in a 
vacuum, is not supported by any historical 
experience.

ISRAEL HAS 40 times as many 
cases of infectious intestinal diseases 
as Denmark and four times as many 
as Ireland. These com itive sta- 
tistics published recently sbould 
come as no surprise, given the re- 
cent polio outbreaks and revelations 
about the nation’s sewage system. 

The latest issue of Habiosphera, 2 
monthly publication of the Interior 
Ministry's Environmental Protec- 
tion Service, offers a graphic report 
card showing Israel's health situa- 
tion, compared to other members of 
the World Health Organization's 
European division. 

‘We are close to the European av- 
erage in many categories, with a bit 
tess cancer, vascular disease, circu- 
jatory diseases and viral hepatitis. 
We have a somewhat higher rate of 
heart attacks than the “average Eu- 
ropean,” and much less tuberculo- 
sis. But Israel’s infant mortality rate 
is almost twice that of Denmark and 
even 30 per cent above that of Ire- 
fand’s. And the European average 
includes lesser-developed countries 
like Malta, Albania, Greece, Tur- 
key and Morocco, in whose league 
we prefer not to be considered. 

We spend $5,148 per capita of our 
GNP on health spending. compared 
to $11,200 in Denmark, $5,202 in 
Ireland; the average European fig- 
ure is $6,421. Israel has 341 doctors 


per 100,000 people, compared to a 
European average of 278, but have 
almost 50 per cent fewer hospital 
beds per 100,000 than the European 
average. 

The WHO, aiming at “Good 
Health for All in the Year 2000,” is 
keeping close tabs on all its member 
countries, and our Health Ministry 
regularly provides statistics. Some 
are flattering to us, but some — in- 
cluding rates of intestinal disorders 
and infant mortality - are nothing to 
be proud of, and the problem areas 
sbould be targetted for action by the 
health authorities. 


A NEW MENINGITIS vaccine de- 
veloped in the U_S. was recently put 
on the market here and is available 
in parts of the country. It offers 
protection against a certain kind of 
bacterial meningitis that is most 
common and violent against chil- 
dren aged six months to five years. 
Dr. Eli Lahat, a pediatric πευ- 
rologist at Assaf Harofeh Hospital. 
told worried parents who called a 
Kupat Holim Meuhedet phone-in 
service last week that the meningitis 
incidence this year has not increased 
beyond the annual average of a doz- 
en cases, despite epidemics in Sudan 
and other parts of Africa.. 
Symptoms are a persistent fever 
that is not stopped by paracetamol.

AMERICAN HUSBANDS cannot 
legally stop their wives from having 
an abortion, according to a new rul- 
ing by the U.S. Supreme Court. The 
court refused to overturn an Indiana 
Supreme Court ruling that a hus- 
band has no right to interfere with 
his wife's right under the U.S. Con- 
Stitution to have an abortion. 

The case was brought by Erin An- 
drew Conn, who sued earlier this 
year to stop his estranged wife Jen- 
nifer from aborting a six-week-old 
fetus. A court order barring Mrs. 
Conn from seeking an abortion was 
later overturned and she subse- 
quently had an abortion. 

“The father has fundamental 
rights and interests in his unborn 
child which should be judicially con- 
sidered. on the facts of this case, 
along with the rights and interests of 
his wife in aborting their child.” Mr. 
Conn’s lawyers said. 

Her lawyers said her estranged 
husband's case was “entirely witb- 
out merit.” adding: “Every appel- 
late court to consider the issue has 
held that a man does not have the 
right to a court order enjoining a 
woman from exercising her abortion

As interest rates skyrocket 


Central bank urging devaluation

The Bank of Israel has pulled out 
all the stops over the last 10 days to 
€xert pressure on Finance Minister 
Moshe Nissim to devalue the shekel 
immediately. But so far, Nissim is 
unmoved. 

In what is probably an unprece- 
dented display of open intervention 
by the central bank -- which usually 
acts discreetly behind the scenes — 
senior Bank of Israel officials have 
acted exactly as any regular lobby 
group would. in seeking to move 
policy in the direction it favours. 

Governor Michael Bruno used an 
appearance at the Knesset Finance 
Committee to drop very pointed 
hints as to what he would like. while 
other key staffers have spoken to 
journalists and MKs either directly 
or by phone, planting stories and 
pushing the central bank line with 
single-minded determination. 

This line is that the government ~ 
even the outgoing, caretaker one — 
must immediately take the pressure 
off Israel's hard-pressed foreign cur- 
Tency reserves and shekel interest 
rates, to stop the former going down 
by between $100-200 million a week 
and the latter going up, in annual 
terms. by 3-5% a week. The only 
way these two birds can be killed, 


according to the central bank, is 
with a single well-placed stone in the 
form of a 12-15% devaluation of the 
shekel. 

This extraordinary offensive by 
the Bank of Israel explains why the 
media focus on devaluation has 
been intensifying daily, although the 
actual level of foreign currency pur- 
chases by the business sector has 
remained at the same high level 
throughout the last month or more. 

But by no means does everyone 
agree with Bruno and his aides over 
the urgency of the devaluation. 
Some. like the prime minister's eco- 
nomic adviser Amos Rubin, dispute 
the need for any devaluation in the 
foreseeable future. “What good will 
a devaluation do?,” Rubin keeps 
asking, pointing out that if it leads to 
wage and price rises, it will have 
achieved nothing except higher 
inflation. 

Others, apparently including Nis- 
sim and top Treasury officials like 
director-general Victor Medina, see 
No point in a devaluation until a deal 
is made with the Histadrut and em- 
ployers to reduce its impact on 
wages and prices. 

Even many manufacturers, in- 
cluding exporters, who have been 
clamouring for a devaluation ail 
year, have changed their tune in the 


last few weeks. They don't want a 
currency adjustment now, because 
at this late stage of the year their 
revenues will hardly be boosted, 
while their foreign-currency-linked 
or -denominated loans will become 
larger in shekel terms. which will 
make their 1988 results much worse. 
This, in turn, will reduce Treasury 
tax receipts, and provides another 
reason for Treasury opposition to 2 
devaluation. The manufacturers, 
and the income-tax department, 
would prefer any such move tc come 
in January. 


Whether the squeeze on the re- 
serves, and the rise in interest rates, 
will allow the Treasury to hold out 
another six weeks. until 1989, is still 
an open question. But the Bank of 
Israel's antics have won it few 
friends. 

“Their timing is haywire,” said a 
very senior banker last week. 
“When they could have made a deal 
with the Histadrut earlier in the 
year, they didn't want to. Now they 
are yelling there is a recession. 
which we told them months ago. Yet 
dayka now, when a devaluation is 
undesirable from a business point of 
view and when there is no govern- 
ment, they have become burningly 
keen to have one!” 


Ampal net rose 18% in quarter 


Ampal, a U.S. based investment 
company owned by Bank Hapoalim, 
Friday reported an 18% increase in 
its net earnings for the third quarter 
compared with the same period last 
year, to $2.7 million.

$102.6m. 

At the end of September, the com- 
pany’s assets totalled $1.22 billion, 
compared with $1.25b. at the end of 
last December. Shareholders’ equity 
amounted to $109.8m. 


Jordan says trade deficit 
will narrow by a quarter 


AMMAN (Reuter) -- The govern- 
ment predicts that its measures to 
curb imports will help to reduce Jor- 
dan’s trade deficit by one-third in 
1989, a minister was quoted as say- 
ing yesterday. 

Fayez Al-Tarawneh. minister of 
state at the Prime Minister's Office, 
told the Arabic-language daily AL 
Dustour that he expected the pro- 
jected 1988 deficit of $1.2 billion 
would be cut by $350 million next 
year. He said a one-year ban on the 
imports of some luxury goods, in- 
cluding cars and furniture. would 
slice $200m. off the import bill. 

Higher custom tariffs imposed 
two weeks ago on a number of im- 


ported goods were expected to re- dinar. 


duce the value of such imports by 
$50m. in 1989, he said. 

Tarawneh also predicted that the 
lower value of the dinar against ma- 
jor foreign currencies and export in- 
centives would boost exports by 
$100m. next year. The dinar has slid 
since the central bank began a man- 
aged flotation in mid-October, los- 
ing a fifth of its dollar value at the 
central bank rates and a third at free 
market rates. 

The central bank was selling the 
dollar at 464 fils yesterday, higher 
than Thursday's rates of 461 fils, 
while moneychangers quoted it at 
550 fils, almost equal to Thursday's 
price.

BRISBANE (AFP) - The West In- 
dies, boosted by a timely display of 
batting power from skipper Viv 
Richards, took a stranglehold on the 
first Test match against Australia at 
the Gabba Ground here yesterday. 

At stumps on the second day, the 
West Indies were 366 for seven, in- 
cluding an extraordinary 45 extras — 
ἃ lead of 199 over Australia’s first 
innings of 167. 

Richards, playing in his 100th 
Test, hit 68 in 109 mmutes to thwart 
a camer by the Australians who 
came out fighting after lunch to grab 
three quick wickets. 

The West Indies started play on a 
hot, muggy day on 39 without loss 
and seemed intent on building a 
huge score, helped by four poor 
overs by Australian left-arm pace 
bowler Chris Matthews. 

The recalled Matthews had trou- 
ble finding the wicket and sent down 
four wides and five no balls in a 
horror spell before being replaced 
by Craig McDermott. 

The erratic bowling helped open- 
ers Gordon Greenidge and Des- 
mond Haynes comfortably reach 
135 at lunch, breaking a 20-year-old 
‘West Indies opening partnership re- 
cord for a cricket Test in Australia. 

Bur Australia broke through with 
Steve Waugh’s fousth ball after Innch, 
wicketkeeper Ian Healy diving to his 
fight to take a brilliant catch with Haynes 
on 40. 

Just 21 minutes later, spinner Tim 
May bowled Greenidge for 80. The Aus- 
tralians took their third wicket within the 
space of 27 rans when Waugh had Carl 


Hooper caught by skipper Allan Border 
at third slip for one. 

However, any hope Australia had of 
clawing their way back into the match 
foundered on the bat of Richards, whose 
swashbuckling innings produced 11 fours 
and a six. 

Determined to mark his 100th Test 
with a century, he was not lacking in fuck 
as he survived three chances. 

Richards was only on 10 when he 
turned his back on a full toss from 
‘Waugh and the ball hit him in the back. 
The Australian bowiler’s frantic appeal 
‘was turned down. 

The West Indies captain then survived 
an extremely confident leg before wicket 
appeal off Matthews when he was 37. 
When on 58 he was dropped by Waugh 
at first slip off McDermott. 

But Richards eventually fell wheo he 
went for a six off May but was 
with a brilliant catch by McDermott at 
deep backward square. 

The West Indies. however, continued 
to torment Australia and Richie Rich- 
ardson top scored with 81 in 249 minutes. 

Perhaps the tourists’ worst move of 
the day was their decision to play on for 
an additional five overs when Australia 
failed to bow! the required 90 before 
stumps were to be drawn. 

At that point, they were 349 for five. 
But they quickly lost two more wickets 
for the addition of 17 runs with Richard- 
son trapped Jeg before by Tony Dode- 
maide and Jeff Dujon caught by May off 
McDermon for 27.

WASHINGTON - White House 
chief of staff-designate John Sununu 
is scheduled to meet later this week 
with a group of American Jewish 
leaders to try to allay their fears 

about his attitude toward Israel. 

Sununu, the retiring governor of 
New Hampshire, has repeatedly de- 
nied in recent days that his 1986 
decision not to sign a proclamation 
condemning the UN resolution 
equating Zionism with racism re- 
flected hostility toward Israel. All 
the other 49 state governors signed 
the statement. 

President-elect George Bush, 
who named Sununu to the key 
White House slot last Thursday. has 
said that he does not expect any 
negative reaction from the Ameri- 
can Jewish community. 

“I think overriding all that is his 
reputation for fairness, the fact that 
he was one of the architects of the 
strongest platform — Middle East 
platform plank — that the [Republi- 
can] Party bas ever had,” Bush said. 
“It is one that expresses my convic- 
tion about the importance of Israel 
in the strategic equations. So I 
that overrides any reservation be 
might have had as a governor about 
the governor endorsing a particular 
resolution in foreign affairs.” 

Bush said he respected Sunuou’s 


view that governors should not sign 
foreign policy resolutions. The pres- 
ident-elect went on to strongly re- 
ject the 1975 UN resolution. 

“Everybody knows my position 
on it, that c think that resolution is 
outrageous” the former UN ambas- 
sador said. “I'd like some day the 
United Nations to do that which it 
should do — repeal that outrageous 
resolution. 

“But for a governor to make a 
decision on what a state should be 
doing, that’s well within his preroga- 
tive. And I don’t think, in any sense, 
any fairminded person should 
reach from that to suggest that he is 
less than fair in terms of the way he 
would approach the interest of the 
State of Israel. His record is good. 
as I've told you — please read our 
platform.” 


Moris Abram, chairman of the 
Conference of Presidents of Major 
American Jewish Organiz=tions. 
said that his umbrella organization 
has “the greatest confidence” in 
Bush, “who has demonstrated his 
friendship for Israel in 100 or more 
ways.” 

In an interview with The Washing- 
ton Post, Abram added: “I know 
whomever the president-elect ap- 
points to his administration will foi- 
low his policy and direction.” 

Other American Jewish leaders. 


speaking privately. expressed hope 
that they would succeed in develop- 
ing a good working relationship with 
Sununu. whose father came to 
America from Lebanon. His mother 
was from Ecuador. 

The Jewish leaders recalled their 
very cordia] relationship in earlier 
U.S. administrations with veteran 
State Department diplomat Philip 
Habib, who is also of Arab ancestry. 

Sununu, who is Roman Catholic, 
told reporters he worked to include 
in the Republican platform a plank 
condemning the UN resolution be- 
cause | Tm very sensitive to that 
issue.” 

He said he wanted to make clear 
“that I supported that in context...in 
a way that corresponded both with 
the vice president's wishes and my 
feeling that that resolution ought to 
be repudiated. The problem I had as 
a governor is [ just felt it was inap- 
propriate to deal with that in terms 
of a gubernatorial resolution.” 

Sununu, who was born 49 years 
ago in Havana, Cuba, went on to 
issue a strong statement of support 
for Israel. “I understand very clearly 
that the key to peace and tranquilli- 
ty in the Middle East is to guaran- 
tee, and continue to guarantee, the 
imtegrity and security of Israel.” As 
governor, he recalled signing pi 
er proclamation celebrating Israel's 
40th anniversary of independence. 


Peres tells world FMs: Don‘t lend a hand to PLO

Foreign Minister Peres has ap- 
pealed to friendly nations to avoid 

“any step which would lend a hand 
to the PLO’s attempt to substitute 
ambiguity for clear decisions.” 

In a letter addressed to foreign 
ministers of countries with which Is- 
rael has diplomatic relations, Peres 
wrote that the recent Palestine Na- 
tional Council decisions “further 
complicated efforts” for a peaceful 
solution to the Arab-Israeli conflict. 

He reiterated Israel's “readiness 
to rekindle the peace process in our 
area,” but at the same time spelled 
out Israel's view of the PNC deci- 
sions, which he said do not accept 
UN Security Council Resolution 242 
and 338, do not renounce the use of 
terror and do not recognize Israel. 

Foreign Ministry officials said last 
night that the “first wave" of diplo- 
matic recognition of the declared 


independent Palestinian state is 
over. They added, however, that the 
upcoming meeting of the foreign 
ministers of the European Commu- 
nity, as well as the diplomatic battle 
expected at the UN General Assem- 
bly, will influence the decisions of 
many countries. 

After a UN welcome for the dec- 
laration of independence. more rec- 
ognitions are to be expected, the 
sources said. 

The Foreign Ministry is expected 
today to formulate an expression of 
regret at the Friday decision of Cy- 
ptus to recognize the Palestinian 
state. Cyprus and Turkey are the 
only countries with which Israel has 
diplomatic relations to recognize the 
PNC declaration. 

Foreign Ministry officials said 
that their information indicated that 
Egypt and the Soviet Union had 
stopped short of extending full dip- 
lomatic recognition to the Palestin- 


ian stale. 

Prime Minister Shamir told visit- 
ing U.S. congressmen on Friday that 
the Algiers decisions were PLO 
“disinformation™ and “‘double-talk” 
characteristic of totalitarian re- 
gimes. which are capable of saying 
anything if they believe that it 
furthers their goals. 

In another step meant to show 
Israel's concern about world reac- 
tion to the PNC decisions. Peres met 
on Friday with some 60 top foreign 
diplomats stationed here. Peres said 
that world support for the PLO 
would only forge a “united front’ of 
opposition in Israel.

Journalists protest at Porat’s 
‘interference with broadcasts’

Porat, acting on a request from 
Defence Minister Rabin, had or- 
dered the minimizing of reports on 
the PNC for fear that fuller coverage 
would incite riots in the territories.

question. 

At the following morning's meef- 
ing of the IBA management com- 
mittee, the radio and television 
journalists were subjected to harsh 
criticism. News staffers were ac- 
cused of tacking patriotism and of 
Serving the interests of the PLO. 

This elicited a sharply worded let- 
ter of protest from journalists 
and a threat of legal action unless a 
public apology is made. 

Radio newsman David Grossman 


told radio chief Amnon Nadav that |- 


he could not continue to work in 
news under these circumstances, 
and asked to be relieved of his posi- 
tion. 

In a letter to Porat and to IBA 
chairman Aharon Harel, he said he 
was not ready to contribute to 
“laundering” or “distortions”. He 
said he was not fighting for the right 
of the public “to know what our 
enemies in the PNC think, but for 
the right of the public to know that 
which is vital to its own security.” 

Nadav promptly notified 
man by ae that he was fired.
